Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

1 . Claims 35, 50, 52 and 54 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second 
paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly 
claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

In claim 35, on line 5, "the feedback control system" lacks antecedent 
basis. In claim 50, on line 3, "the filter" lacks clear antecedent basis. 
Further, on line 4, "the input signals" lacks clear antecedent basis since the 
prior recitation is either "one or more input signals" on line 2. Also, on line 
4, "the simulated operating state" lacks antecedent basis. In claim 52, on 
lines 1-2, "the feedback control system" lacks antecedent basis. In claim 
54, on lines 2 and 3, "the filter" lacks clear antecedent basis. On line 4, 
"the input signals" lacks clear antecedent basis when there is only one 
signal. Also, on line 4, "the simulated state" lacks antecedent basis.
